AIMS AND SCOPE 


The Jnternctional Journal of Impact Engineering exists for the publication of original research 
work concerned with the response of structures and bodies to dynamic loads arising from exposure 
to blast, collision or other impact events. The topics encompassed by the journal include the elastic 
and plastic response of structures and bodies to impact and blast loading, terminal ballistics, vehicle 
crashworthiness, containment and other processes and phenomena in which effects due to impact 
predominate, such as explosive welding. In addition, related matters such as research into fire 
hazards in association with impact loads will be included. Every paper accepted for publication is 
strictly refereed and assessed for its contribution to the understanding of impact phenomena or the 
insight for engineering design in areas of high rate loading. 

Papers whose concerns are only in the fields of mathematics, materials science or computation are 
not requested. Similarly, papers whose contents are purely descriptive will not be accepted. 

The international character of the journal will, it is hoped, be reflected in contributions from all 
parts of the world; it will restrict itself, however, to publishing in English. 


NOTES AND INSTRUCTIONS TO CONTRIBUTORS 


1. The journal is devoted to original papers of high standard which contribute to the under- 
standing of impact in various branches of engineering, and papers offered for publication are 
refereed and assessed by reference to these aims. 

2. The language of the journal is English; however, contributions from all parts of the world are 
encouraged. 

3. Two copies of the manuscript and figures, etc. of any paper which is offered for publication 
should be sent to:

If there are special considerations which an author wishes to raise they may be sent direct to the 
Editor-in-Chief. 

4. Only papers not previously published will be accepted and authors must agree not to publish 
elsewhere a paper submitted to and accepted by the journal. 

5. Papers of a length exceeding thirty A4 pages (manuscript and figures) will not be acceptable 
unless a prior arrangement has been made with the Editors. 

Authors should examine previous issues of the journal as a general guide to the preparation of 
papers. 
Papers not submitted in accordance with the following requirements will be returned. 

(i) Manuscripts should be typed with double spacing and ample margins. Pages should be 
numbered consecutively. 

(ii) Manuscripts should begin with the title of the article, the author’s name, and the address 
from which the communication comes. In the case of co-authors, respective addresses should be 
clearly indicated, as well as which author is to receive correspondence and proofs for correction. 


(iii) a. The essential contents of each paper must be briefly recapitulated in a Summary. 

b. A list of all symbols used in a paper must be given in a Notation, immediately after 
the Summary. 

c. Short Introductions and Conclusions must be included for the benefit of non-specialist 
readers. 

(iv) a. Half-tone illustrations are to be restricted to the minimum. They should accompany the 
manuscript but not be included in the pages. 

b. Neat line drawings should be about twice the final size required and lettering must be 
clear and ‘‘open’’, and sufficiently large to permit the necessary reduction of size when reproducing 
for direct copy. Photocopies are nor acceptable. 

c. Photographs should be enlarged sufficiently to permit clear reproduction in half-tone. 
If words or numbers are to appear on a photograph two prints should be sent, the lettering being 
clearly indicated on one print only. A separate page list of captions for drawings and photographs, 
etc. must accompany each paper and be placed at the end of che manuscript. 

(v) References to published literature should be quoted in the text with a number in square 
brackets. References should be listed together at the end of the paper in numerical order. Double 
spacing must be used throughout. Journal titles should be abbreviated in the style of the 4th edition 
of the World List of Scientific Periodicals and references should be arranged thus:

(vi) All Greek letters and unusual symbols should be identified in the margin the first time they 
are used; handwritten equations, etc. must always be clarified; distinction should be made between 
the letter O and zero; and between the letter 1, the number one and prime (') and so on. 

(vii) Nomenclature should conform to that most frequently used in the engineering field con- 
cerned. 

(viii) Tables should be numbered consecutively and, in order to save space, they should not repeat 
data which are available elsewhere in the paper, e.g. in a line diagram. They should also be typed on 
good quality paper in a form suitable for direct reproduction as in the interests of economy and in 
order to avoid the introduction of errors, tables will be reproduced photographically directly from 
authors’ typed manuscripts. 

(ix) Authors are reminded that the responsibility for the correct scientific content of the 
manuscript and its suitability for setting (see paragraphs ii-viil) lies with them. The cost of any cor- 
rections, other than printer’s errors, ‘vill be charged to the author. 

(x) The original manuscript and diagrams will be discarded one month after publication unless 
the publisher is requested to return original material to the author. 

(xi) Reprints can be purchased using a reprint order form which will accompany page proofs. 


(xii) The journal is published quarterly. 
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
